Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  niy  xMmual  Report  for  the  year  1911  on  the 
Cheadle  and  Gatley  Urban  Sanitary  District. 

The  Memorandum  issued  annually  to  the  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  on  the  preparation  of  their  annual  reports  states  that 
the  annual  report  should  review  all  the  local  circumstances  having 
important  bearing  on  the  public  health,  and  aho  that  the  Local 
Government  Board  desire  to  obtain  through  the  annual  report 
not  only  definite  general  information  but  record  also  of  particular 
changes  of  condition  that  may  have  occurred  incidentally,  or  by 
action  of  the  Sanitary  Authority.  So  I shall  have  to  restate 
facts  which  have  been  repeatedly  mentioned  in  previous  annual 
reports. 

The  Memorandum  requires  that  the  report  should  contain  a 
statement  as  to  the  amount  of  Sanatorium  and  Hospital  accom- 
modation which  is  available  for  (a)  early,  (b)  intermediate,  and 
(c)  advanced  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 

The  Urban  District  was  constituted  by  a Local  Government 
Order,  which  came  into  force  in  August,  1886.  It  was  formed  by 
uniting  Stockport  Etchells  with  a part  of  Cheadle.  The  area  of 
the  two  portions  was  5,812  acres. 

By  the  Local  Government  Order,  No.  P-1711,  which  was 
confirmed  by  the  Local  Government  Provisional  Orders  Con- 
firmation Act,  1901,  and  came  into  operation  on  November  9th, 
1901,  x^art  of  the  district  was  incorporated  into  the  County  Borough 
of  Stockport.  The  area  of  the  yjart  of  the  district  which  was 
incoiqoorated  was  722  acres  and  the  x^opula-lion  of  the  area  was 
2,904. 
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The  area.  of.  the  district  since  the  above-mentioned  portion 
was  incorporated  is  5,090  acres. 

It  is  divided  into  four  Wards,  viz.  : — 

Cheadle. 

Gat  ley. 

Cheadle  Hulme  North. 

Cheadle  Hulme  South. 

The  district  is  mainly  residential  and  agricultural,  and  the 
subsoil  is  clay  and  gravel.  There  are  two  bleach  and  dyeworks 
and  two  public  steam  laundries,  and  also  one  small  engineering 
works.  They  are  all  well  constructed  and  the  health  of  the  opera- 
tives good.  There  are  three  brick  yards  in  Cheadle  Hulme  and 
one  in  Gatley.  In  Cheadle  Hulme  silk  weaving  by  hand  is  carried 
on  in  several  of  the  co' tages.  There  are  three  public  institutions 
in  the  district,  viz.,  the  Manchester  Royal  Lunatic  Asylum,  the 
Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital  (a  branch  of  the  Manchester  Royal 
Infirmary),  and  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks  Schools.  These 
are  treated  as  separate  localities  in  this  report. 

There  has  been  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  new  houses 
built  and  occupied  during  the  year  in  the  district,  especially  in 
Cheadle.  In  Cheadle  Hulme  South  Ward  a good  number  of  small 
villas  have  been  built. 

From  December  31st,  1910,  to  December,  1911,  the  total 
number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  distiict  was  132,  wliich  included 
39  at  the  public  institutions  ; in  the  district  proper  93  deaths 
were  registered,  22  at  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital,  and  17  at  tiie 
Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  registered 
at  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks  Schools. 

During  the  year  the  Registrar-General  has  made  arrange- 
ments whereby  each  Medical  Officer  of  Health  can  now  be  su])plied 
with  the  ])articulars  of  deaths  of  residents  not  registered  in  the 
district.  Up  to  December  31st,  1911,  ])articulars  of  the  deaths 
of  14  residents  not  registered  in  tlie  district  had  been  rec('ived, 
making  the  number  of  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  107. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  : —

There  Mere  four  illegitimate  births  registered  in  the  district 
during  the  year.

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  district,  including  i)ublic  institutions, 
was,  census  1911,  9,914  ; excluding  institutions  (Royal  Asylum, 
558  ; Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital,  154  ; Warehousemen  and 
Clerks  Schools,  249  = 961)  = 8,953.  In  1901  the  popula-tion  of 
the  district  which  was  left  after  a portion  of  it  had  been  incorporcTed 
into  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport  and  in  which  portion  there 
was  a population  of  2,904  persons,  including  institutions,  7,820, 
and  excluding  institutions,  6,949. 

The  estimated  population  of  1910  was,  including  institutions, 
10,462,  and  the  1911  census  population  was  9,914.  The  difference 
may  be  accounted  for  by  the  number  of  empty  houses  in  the  dis- 
trict. In  estimating  the  population  the  usual  number  of  em])ty 
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houses  allowed  for  is  50,  hut  on  a general  survey  of  the  district 
taken  just  before  the  census,  when  th  ^ whole  of  the  houses  were 
numbered  or  renumbered,  it  was  found  that  there  vnre  over 
170  houses  eithei*  uninhal)ited  or  unoccupied. 

The  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  June,  1011,  ai'rived 
at  by  taking  the  increase  due  to  the  excess  of  the  births  over  the 
number  of  deaths  registered  and  to  the  number  of  new  houses 
built  and  occupied,  allowing  4.5  persons  per  house this  year 
again  allowance  has  been  made  for  the  number- of  unoccipiied 
houses),  including  institutions  is  10,260,  and  excluding  institutions 
(Royal  Lunatic  Asylum,  558  ; Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital,  148  ; 
and  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks  Schools,  265=971),  9,289.

Table  HI  sheAA''s  that  the  principal  cause  of  death  of  children 
under  5 years  of  age  Avas  summer  diarrhoea,  and  of  x^ersons  betAveen 
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25  and  45  was  phthisis,  and  of  persons  between  45  and  65  years  of 
age  cancer  and  lung  diseases,  and  of  persons  over  65  cance  " and 
bronchitis.  In  14  cases  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  old  age 
or  senile  decay  was  registered  as  the  primary  cause  of  death. 
Of  the  42  persons  over  65  years  of  age  who  died  two  were  over 
90  years  old,  five  over  85  years,  five  over  80,  seven  over  75,  and 
fifteen  over  70,  making  in  all  34  over  70  years  of  age. 

Of  the  deaths  due  to  phthisis  and  other  tuberculous  diseases 
four  occurred  at  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital  and  two  at  the  Con- 
valescent Hospital  ; of  the  deaths  due  to  cancer  two  occurred 
at  the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital,  and  of  those  due  to  bronchitis 
and  pneumonia  and  broncho  penumonia  two  cases  occurred  at 
the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital  and  four  at  the  Barnes  Convalescent 
Hospital  ; of  the  nine  deaths  due  to  nephritis  four  occurred  at  the 
pubil  c institutions . 

Comparing  the  year  1911  with  the  years  1910  and  1909  it 
will  be  seen  from  the  subjoined  table  thad  in  1911  there  has  been 
a great  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  diarrhoea  and  to 
phthisis,  and  a decrease  in  those  due  to  penumonia  and  cancer. 
Those  due  to  bronchitis  remain  about  the  same.

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  KATE. 


T^^^elve  deaths  were  registered  in  the  disti  ict  as  due  to  zymotic 
disease,  including  summer  diarrhoea,  viz.,  one  due  to  diphtheria 
and  eleven  due  to  diarrhoea.  There  were  no  deaths  registered 
as  due  to  influenza.  There  were  three  fatal  cases  among  the 
patients  sent  from  this  district  to  the  Baguley  Sanatorium,  viz., 
two  due  to  diphtheria  and  one  to  scarlet  fever  and  its  complications. 

The  zymotic  death  rate,  including  summer  diarrhoea,  per 
1,000  persons  living  per  annum  for  the  nett  deaths  belonging  to 
the  district=l .73,  and  excluding diarrhoea— 0.32,  as  compared 
with  0.21  in  1910. 


PHTHISIS 


OTHER  TUBERCULOUS  DISEASES. 


Fourteen  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  as  due  to 
phthisis  or  other  tuberculous  diseases,  as  compared  'with  eleven 
in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  fourteen  deaths,  four  occvurred 
at  the  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital  and  two  at  the  Barnes  Convalescent 
Hospital. 

There  W'ere  tour  transterrable  deaths  bebjiiging  to  tlie  district 
registered  as  due  to  tubei-culous  disease.  The  general  death  rate 
per  1,000  persons  living  per  annum  (estimated  po])ulation,  10,260) 
is  1 . 36,  and  the  death  rate  for  the  nett  neaths  belonging  to  the 
district  (estimated  population,  9,289)  is  1.29,  as  compared  Avith 
in  1910  for  the  general  death  rate  1.05  ; for  the  district  proper,  0 . 73. 

Of  the  fourteen  deaths  registered  in  the  district  ; 

4 were  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

As  1 have  remarked  in  my  previous  annual  reports  this  death 
rate  would  be  considerably  lower  if  patients  did  not  come  into 
the  district  from  the  neighbouring  towns  in  the  last  stage  of  the 
disease  to  reside  here  with  the  hope  of  receiving  benefit  from  a 
purer  atmosphere. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Fourteen  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age.  Of  these,  three  w-ere  under  one  month. 
The  principal  cause  of  death  w^as  summer  diarrhoea.  Nine  deaths 
out  of  the  fouiteen  were  due  to  this  cause.  There  Avere  no  deaths 
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from  premature  births  as  in  previous  years.  Of  these  deaths  of 
children  under  one  month  old,  one  was  due  to  injury  at  birth  and 
another  to  debility,  and  the  third  to  convulsions.  There  was  one 
transferable  death,  a small  infant  of  a few  days  old  (who  was 
suffering  from  malformation). 

I have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  number  of  still-born 
children. 

In  April,  lb07,  a circular  was  issued  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  in  which  certain  recommendations  were  formu- 
lated so  as  to  present  excessive  infant  mortality,  a cop}^  of  these 
suggestions  was  printed  in  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1907, 
and  its  recommendations  aie  being  carried  out  by  either  your 
Council  or  the  various  district  nurses  and  district  visitors,  and 
I think  with  very  satisfactory  results,  as  the  infant  mortality 
table  shows. 


MIHWIVES’  ACT,  1902. 

Under  the  General  Order  issued  in  December,  1910,  it  is 
necessary  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  report  on  the  working 
of  this  Act  in  his  district.  There  are  four  midwives  resident  in 
the  district,  two  of  whom  do  not  practice  but  only  attend  cases 
under  medical  supervision.  Nearly  all  the  cases  are  attended  by 
medical  men,  and  some  are  attended  by  midwives  from  the  neigh- 
bouring districts,  viz..  County  Boroughof  Stockport  and  Handforth. 

There  have  been  two  new  names  added  to  the  list  of  midvives 
residing  in  the  district  and  there  have  been  no  removals  or  names 
struck  oh  the  register.  During  the  year  I have  made  systematic 
inspections  of  the  houses,  bags  and  apj)aratus  belonging  to  the 
midwives.  They  were  all  very  clean  and  well  kept.  Nineteen 
cases  were  attended  to  by  the  midwives  and  in  three  instances 
they  had  to  send  for  medical  assistance.  No  case  of  puerperal 
fever  occurred  in  their  practices,  nor  has  there  been  any  contra- 
vention of  the  rules  of  the  Midwives  Board. 

The  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  appointed 
by  the  County  Council  to  act  in  his  district  on  behalf  of  the  County 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Inspector  of  Midwives.

EARLY  N09TEICATI0N  OE  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907. 

This  Act  has  not  been  adopted.  When  your  Councii  dis- 
cussed whether  they  should  adopt  the  Act  or  not,  it  A\as  decided 
not  to  do  so,  as  most  of  the  cases  are  attended  bv  medical  men 
and  in  those  few  cases  which  are  not  and  where  an}"  advice  is 
necessarv  it  has  been  found  that  the  various  district  nurses  or 


district  viaitorti  have  taken  the  matter  in  hand  or  reported  the 
case.  So  far  this  arrangement  has  worked  well. 


INQUESTS. 

Six  inquests  were  held  in  the  district  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  nine  in  the  previous  year.  Three  inquests  were 
held  on  patients  vEo  had  died  at  the  public  institutions  in  the 
district.  The  verdicts  were  : — 

In  Uvo  cases,  suicide  ; strangulation  by  hanging. 

In  one  case,  suicide  ; heart  failure  following  on  an  overdose  of 
opium. 

In  one  case,  heart  failure  : death  accelerated  by  accidently 
drinking  spirits  of  salts. 

In  one  case,  asphyxia,  resulting  from  inhaling  carbon  monoxide 
gas. 

In  one  case,  hoemorrhage  on  the  brain,  resulting  from  injuries 
to  the  head,  accidental. 

The  general  death  rate  for  the  district  is  just  slightly  higher 
than  in  1910,  but  owing  to  the  census  returns  there  has  been  a 
reduction  in  the  population.  The^  death  rate  for  the  district 
proper  is  much  higher  than  in  1910.  This  apparent  increase  is 
almost  entirely  due  to  the  fact  that  each  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
can  get  an  accurate  return  of  the  deaths  of  residents  not  registered 
in  the  district  and  these  deaths  are  now  included  in  the  nett  deaths 
belonging  to  the  district. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  district  is  still  very  lowq  but  just  a 
little  higher  than  the  previous  year,  and  is  still  very  much  belo\v 
the  average  for  the  administrative  county  in  1910. 

The  infant  mortality  is  higher  than  in  1910,  but  much  lower 
than  the  average  for  the  36  urban  districts  in  the  administrative 
county.  It  would  have  been  practically  nil  except  for  summer 
diarrhoea. 

Comparing  the  death  rate,  birth  rate  and  the  infant  mortality 
with  the  average  of  the  36  urban  districts  in  the  administrative 
county  for  the  year  1910,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  and 
the  infant  mortality  is  considerably  below  the  average,  but  the 
death  rate  for  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
and  also  the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  is  above  and  about 
the  average.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Sixty-nine  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year,  including  six  cases  from  the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital 
and  one  from  the  Warehousemen  and  Clerks  School,  and  also  six 
cases  under  the  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  Regulations  of  1908  and 
1911.

was  notified,  as  compared  with  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  in  1910. 

METHODS  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

As  soon  as  a case  of  infections  disease  was  notified,  I imme- 
diately visited  the  house  where  it  occurred  and  endeavoured  to 
ascertain  if  possible  the  origin  of  the  infection,  and,  with  the  aid 
of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Medical  Attendant,  took  all 
possible  ]:n‘ecautions  to  ])revent  the  disease  from  spreading,  and 
advice  was  also  given  as  to  the  remedying  of  any  insanitary  con- 
dition if  necessary.  In  several  cases,  with  the  parents’  and  medical 
attendants’  consent,  patients  have  been  removed  to  hospital. 
As  soon  as  I am  informed  that  the  house  where  a case  has  occurred, 
your  Inspector  fumigates  it  with  either  sulphur  dioxide  gas  or 
fornialdehjxle,  and  has  the  bedding  and  all  articles  of  clothing 
disinfected  by  steam. 

STEAM  DISINFECTOR. 

As  far  back  as  1897  I was  instructed  to  report  on  the  various 
steam  disinfectors  then  in  use  ; after  making  investigations,  I 
made  a re])ort  and  presented  it  in  February,  1898  ; no  action  was 
taken  in  the  matter.  Since  then  I have  in  each  of  my  annual 
re])oi'ts  drawn  attention  to  the  increasing  need  of  a steam  disinfector. 
Uiis  year,  owing  to  enquiries  made  by  the  Ix:)cal  Government 
Board  as  to  vhat  your  (V)iincil  were  doing  in  this  matter,  I was 
again  instructed  to  report  on  tlie  various  steam  disinfectors  ]iov' 
in  use.  Uiis  I did,  and  a^ter  considering  the  report  your  Council 
ap])roached  the  Stockjiort  Corporation  on  the  matter  and  now 
arrangements  have  beeii  made  whereby  all  bedding  and  articles 
of  clothing  can  be  sent  to  the  Stock] )ort  Coi‘])oration  Disinfecting 
Station  to  l)e  disinfected.

FACT ERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Professor  Delepine,  of 
the  \dctoria  University,  for  having  material  of  doubtful  or  sus- 
])ected  cases  of  enteric  fever  and  di])htheria  examined  bacterio- 
logical ly.  This  means  of  confirming  the  diagnosis  in  a doubtful 
case  has  ])roved  most  useful,  es])ecially  during  an  outbreak  of 
di])hthei‘ia  which  occurred  in  September  and  October. 


Twenty-five  specimens  were  sent  as  compared  with  four  in 
the  previous  year.  Twenty  specimens  were  swabs  from  suspected 
cases  of  diphtheria,  and  five  vere  blood  from  suspected  cases  of 
typhoid  fever.  The  results  of  the  examination  are  set  out  as 
follows  : — 

Diphtheria Positive,  5 ; negative,  11  ; doubtful,  4. 

Enteric  fever....  ,,  1 ; ,,  4;  ,,  0. 

The  district  has  not  been  so  free  from  notifiable  infectious 
disease  as  in  the  last  two  previous  years.  In  September  and 
October  there  was  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  and  sore  throats  and 
in  December  an  unusual  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
notified.  The  diseases  on  the  whole  were  of  a mild  type.  There 
has  been  no  outbreak  during  the  year  at  any  of  the  public  institu- 
tions in  the  district. 

Measles  were  extremely  prevalent  in  January  and  February 
among  the  children  attending  the  Long  Lane  Infant  School,  and 
the  schools  had  to  be  closed  for  three  weeks.  In  June  there  was 
an  outbreak  among  the  children  attending  the  Infant  Department 
of  the  Cheadle  Hulme  Day  Schools,  and  it  was  found  necessary 
to  close  the  schools  for  three  weeks.  Summer  diarrhoea  was  very 
prevalent  in  August  and  September. 

Neither  mumps,  whooping  cough,  or  chicken  pox,  have  been 
prevalent.

SMALLPOX. 


No  cases  notified  during  the  year 
VACCINATION. 

Although  I have  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  real  number  of 
the  children  successfully  vaccinated  and  exemptions,  I am  in- 
formed that  the  number  of  exemptions  obtained  is  still  increasing. 
As  far  as  I can  ascertain  the  number  of  children  successfully 
vaccinated  was  about  120,  which  includes  five  children  born  and 
registered  in  other  districts,  and  there  were  about  49  conscientious 
exemptions,  as  compared  with  101  children  successfully  vaccinated 
and  41  conscientious  exemptions  in  1910. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

> 

Twenty-one  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  18  in  1910 
and  27  in  1909.  They  all  occurred  in  the  district  proper,  no  case 
being  notified  from  the  public  institutions.  Of  the  eighteen  cases

CHEADLE  WARD. 

Seven  of  the  eight  cases  notified  occurred  in  November  and 
Decem]:)er,  and  in  two  instances  two  cases  occurred  in  the  same 
houses.  Three  of  the  children  affected  attended  the  same  Day 
School.  I made  most  careful  enquiries  and  also  visited  the  School, 
but  v/as  unable  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection.  The  disease 
on  the  whole  was  of  a very  mild  type  and  this  may  account  for 
some  cases  perhaps  going  about  undetected. 

GATLEY  WARD. 

One  of  these  cases  most  probably  contracted  the  disease 
^vhile  attending  one  of  the  day  schools  in  Cheadle,  from  where 
cases  had  been  reported.  The  two  other  cases  also  probably 
contracted  the  disease  in  the  first  instance  from  a case  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, as  the  children  had  been  playing  together  before  the 
disease  was  discovered. 

CHEADLE  HULME  NORTH  WARD. 

The  one  case  was  of  a vei-y  mild  type  and  recpiii’es  no  special 
comment. 
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CHEADLE  HULME  SOUTH  WARD. 

Three  of  the  nine  cases  which  were  notified  in  this  ward  occurred 
in  one  house,  neither  the  parents  or  the  medical  gentleman  in 
attendance  were  able  to  give  me  any  information  as  to  how  the 
disease  had  been  contracted. 

Four  cases  occurred  in  Long  Lane  and  as  far  as  I could  ascer- 
tain in  two  cases  the  patients  contracted  the  disease  from  the 
same  source.  At  the  time  there  had  been  some  suspicious  sore 
throats.  The  other  two  cases  were  sporadic  cases  and  of  a very 
mild  type,  and  call  for  no  special  remarks. 

RETURN  CASES. 

There  were  none  during  the  year  as  far  as  I know.  If  a patient 
had  been  sent  to  hospital  the  disease  never  broke  out  again  vLen 
the  patient  returned  home. 

Five  cases  were  sent  to  the  Baguley  Sanatorium  and  one  case 
proved  fatal. 

The  disease  on  the  whole  has  been  of  a very  mild  type. 
ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Two  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  none  in  tlie  previous 
year.  One  of  these  cases  occurred  at  the  Barnes  Convalescent 
Hospital  and  was  removed  to  Monsall  Fever  Hospital.  The 
other  case  belonging  to  the  district  proper,  occurred  in  Cheadle 
Hulme.  The  patient  was  a jmung  child  who  had  been  ill  for  some 
time.  All  possible  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  disease 
from  spreading. 

Five  specimens  of  blood  were  sent  for  examination  for  the 
Widal  reactions,  and  only  in  one  case  was  there  a positive  result. 
Two  specimens  were  sent  from  the  same  patient. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

Thirty-one  cases  were  notified,  including  one  at  tlie  Ware- 
housemen and  Clerks  School,  as  compared  with  two  in  1910. 

They  were  distributed  over  the  district  as  follows  : —

Cheadle  Hulme  South  Ward 3 
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(9f  the  five  cases  in  Cheadle  Hulme  Wards  two  occurred  in 
one  family.  I was  unable  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  infection. 
In  two  other  cases  the  source  of  infection  was  most  probably 
outside  the  ditsrict  and  in  one  which  occurred  at  the  Warehousemen 
and  Clerks  School  the  disease  was  certainly  contracted  outside 
the  district. 

The  four  cases  in  Gatley  Ward,  two  of  vliich  occurred  in  one 
familv,  must  have  contracted  the  disease  from  the  same  sources 
as  the  cases  in  the  Cheadle  Ward,  as  the  patient  attended  one  of 
the  schools  in  Cheadle  where  the  disease  was  prevalent. 

Cf  the  22  cases  in  the  Cheadle  AVard,  21  were  notified  between 
August  26th  and  November  17th.  They  all  occurred  in  different 
houses,  except  in  two  instances  where  three  members  of  one  family 
and  two  members  of  another  family  were  attacked.  The  ages 
of  the  patients  in  nearly  all  cases  was  between  five  and  ten  years. 
Only  three  adults  over  20  years  of  age  were  attacked,  and  in  one 
instance  the  patient  was  under  two  years  of  age.  Although  these 
cases  were  all  notified  within  eleven  weeks,  I was  unable  to  trace 
any  common  source  of  infection,  such  as  the  niiflv  supply  or  school 
attendance.  I consulted  the  various  medical  gentlemen  in  the 
district  and  they  v ere  unable  to  give  me  any  help  in  the  matter. 
As  I have  said  before,  most  of  the  patients  were  children  attending 
the  elementary  day  schools,  and  on  visiting  the  schools  I ascer- 
tained that  both  the  National  Day  Schools  and  the  Council  Schools 
were  affected  alike,  and  that  the  children  were  all  in  different 
standards.  On  September  the  9th  the  water  supply  was  curtailed 
and  only  on  for  six  hours  a day,  and  also  there  was  a great  stench 
from  the  Micker  Brook,  which  seemed  to  pervade  the  village, 
owing  to  the  prolonged  drought.  The  cases  were  not  confined 
to  one  part  of  the  village,  but  were  notified  from  all  parts.  A week 
after  the  water  supply  had  been  curtailed,  the  cases  began  to  be 
freely  notified,  and  directly  after  the  usual  water  supply  was 
resumed,  i.e.,  after  October  31st,  the  number  of  notifications  began 
to  decrease.  That  the  water  supply  being  curtailed  and  having 
to  store  water  for  domestic  uses  in  probably  not  too  clean  receptacles 
and  also  the  stench  arising  from  the  Micker  Brook  were  very 
important  factors  in  the  outbreak  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  most 
of  the  patients  were  those  who  drank  large  cpiantities  of  water, 
and  the  fact  that  the  outbreak  was  confined  to  the  village  where 
the  stench  was  most  noticeable  and  in  other  parts  of  the  district 
where  there  was  no  stench  there  were  no  cases.  Besides  the  cases 
notified  there  were  a good  many  cases  of  sore  throat  of  a diph- 
theritic nature  reported.  In  several  of  these  swabs  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  there  were  negative  results. 

The  disease  on  the  whole,  although  there  in  most  cases  a large 
amount  of  local  mischief  in  the  throat,  was  not  of  a very  severe 
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type.  The  patients  on  the  whole  made  a speedy  recovery.  Only 
two  cases  proved  fatal.  One  fatal  case  occnrrecl  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  The  patient  was  a small  child  aged  two  years. 
Neither  the  parents  or  the  medical  gentleman  in  attendance  were 
able  to  give  me  any  information  as  to  how  the  disease  had  been 
contracted. 

Ten  cases  were  removed  to  the  Baguley  Sanatorium  and  two 
proved  fatal.  One  case  has  been  detained  for  some  considerable 
time  owing  to  complications  having  arisen. 

ANTITOXIN. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1906  your  Council  instructed 
me  to  keep  a supply  of  antitoxin  to  be  used  in  necessitious  cases. 
It  has  proved  extremely  useful  and  beneficial,  especially  during 
the  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  September  and  October. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

One  case  was  notified,  as  in  the  previous  year.  It  was  a case 
of  puerperal  supraenica.  The  patient  had  not  been  well  and  had 
a very  difficult  labour.  All  possible  precautions  were  taken  to 
prevent  the  disease  from  spreading  and  the  nurse  was  given  instruc- 
tions as  to  how  she  was  to  act  before  attending  any  more  cases. 
No  cases  were  reported  by  the  certified  mid  wives  in  the  district 
nor  were  there  any  deaths  registered  as  due  to  parturition  and, 
its  complications.  One  infant’s  death  was  registered  as  due  to 
compression  during  labour. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

Eight  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  three  cases  in 
the  previous  year.  Three  of  the  cases  belonged  to  the  district 
proper,  and  were  of  a mild  type.  They  were  all  cases  of  facial 
erysipelas  and  call  for  no  special  remarks.  Five  cases  occurred 
at  the  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital  and  were  removed  to  the 
Monsall  Fever  Hospital. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS  NOTIFICATION  ORUER. 

In  Uecembe]',  1908,  an  Order  Avas  received  f 1*0111  the  Local 
Government  Board,  Avhich  made  it  compulsory  for  all  Poor  Law 
District  Medical  Officers,  after  January,  1909,  to  notify  all  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  cases  of  poor  persons  upon  whom 
they  are  in  attendance,  according  to  their  agreement  with  their 
Boards  of  Guardians,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
area  in  which  the  residence  of  the  poor  person  is  situate. 
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In  March,  1911,  the  Order  was  extended  and  further  regula- 
tions were  made  extending  the  system  of  notification  to  cases 
occurring,  the  in  and  out  patients  at  hospitals  and  other  similar 
institutions  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  which  are  sup]:)orted 
wholly  or  othei*wise  than  hy  the  contributions  of  the  patients. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  further  regulations  were  issued,  which  will 
complete  the  system  of  notification.  These  recpiire  that  after 
January  1st,  1912,  every  medical  practitioner  is  to  notify  every 
case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurring  in  the  course  of  either 
his  private  or  public  practice. 

Six  notifications  were  received  under  these  Orders,  three 
under  the  Poor  Law  Regulations,  1908,  and  three  under  the 
Hospital  Regulations,  1911. 

Of  the  three  notifications  under  the  Poor  Law  Order,  two 
were  resident  in  the  district,  and  one  was  of  a resident  taken  to 
the  Union  Hospital. 

The  three  under  the  Hospital  Order  were  all  of  patients 
residing  in  the  district  and  attending  the  Manchester  Consumption 
Hospital  as  out-patients. 

In  each  case  enquiries  have  been  made  and  where  necessary 
instructions  have  been  given. 


MEASLES. 


This  disease  is  not  notifiable. 

In  January  one  or  two  cases  were  reported  from  among  the 
children  attending  the  Long  Lane  Infant  Day  School.  At  the 
beginning  of  February,  the  number  of  cases  had  gieatly  increased, 
and  the  attendance  was  so  very  much  reduced  that  I advised  your 
Council  to  request  the  Managers  to  close  the  school  for  three  weeks. 
When  the  school  was  re-opened  the  attendance  at  first  was  not  up 
to  the  average,  but  rapidly  improved.  After  the  school  had  been 
opened  fourteen  days  there  were  no  children  absent  on  account 
of  measles. 

In  May,  cases  were  reported  to  me  from  among  the  children 
attending  the  Infant  Department  of  the  Cheadle  Hulme  Day 
School.  At  the  end  of  the  month  and  at  the  beginning  of  June 
the  number  had  increased  very  quickly,  and  the  attendance  a1 
the  school  was  reduced  to  under  50  per  cent.,  so  I advised  your 
Council  to  request  the  Managers  to  close  the  school  for  three  weeks. 
This  was  done  and  after  the  school  had  been  re-opened  the  attend- 
ance was  up  to  the  average.  Two  special  reports  on  the  closing 
of  these  schools  are  subjoined. 
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Except  for  these  two  outbreaks  the  district  has  been  very 
fi'ee  from  the  disease. 

SPECIAL  REPORT  on  the  Outbreak  of  Measles  at  Long 
Lane  Infant  Day  School  which  necessitated  tiee 
Closing  of  the  Schools  for  Three  Weeks, 


At  the  end  of  January  the  first  two  cases  were  repoi’ted 
to  me  and  each  day  afterwards  b’esh  cases  kept  occurring  so 
that  on  FebTna,ry  7th  the  attendance  at  the 'school  was  reduced 
to  eleven  out  of  forty-three  on  the  register.  As  there  were 
no  signs  of  the  epidemic  abating  and  as  the  attendance  was  so 
very  poor  I advised  your  Council  to  request  the  Managers  to 
close  the  schools  for  three  weeks.  When  the  school  was  re- 
opened on  March  1st,  the  attendance  was  not  as  good  as  was 
expected,  but  it  improved  each  day  so  that  by  the  end  of  the 
first  week  it  was  up  to  the  average.

SPECIAL  REPORT  on  the  Closing  oe  the  Cheadle  Hui/me 
Infant  Schools  on  Account  of  an  Outbreak  of 
Measles  in  June. 

.At  the  beginning  of  May  the  first  cases  of  measles  were 
1‘eported  to  me  from  the  above  named  school,  and  during  the 
month  several  cases  were  reported,  but  at  the  end  and  the 
lieginning  of  June  the  numlier  rapidly  increased  so  that  out  of 
78  children  on  the  legister  only  dO  were  jiresent  on  June  12th. 
As  the  children  were  infants  and  were  coming  from  different 
]iaT‘ts  of  the  district  and  the  numbers  were  so  reduced,  I advised 
your  Council  to  request  the  Managers  to  close  the  school  for 
three  weeks,  from  June  13th,  when  the  school  was  re-opened, 
the  attendance  was  very  much  better  and  soon  u]i  to  the  avei'age. 

Although  the  attendance  at  the  mixed  schools  was  diminished 
it  was  never  very  seriously  affected,  and  I did  not  think  it  neiies- 
sary  to  close  them.

WHOOPING  COUGLI. 

The  district  has  been  very  free  from  this  disease,  only  one 
or  two  isolated  cases  have  been  reported.

MUMPS. 

Only  a few  cases  were  reported  among  the  children  attending 
the  Infant  Department  of  the  Cheadle  Council  School. 

CHICKEN  POX. 

Only  a few  cases  were  reported.  It  was  never  prevalent  in 
the  district. 

SraiMER  DIARRHCEA. 

During  August  and  September  this  disease  was  very  prevalent, 
owing  no  doubt  to  the  very  hot  summer  and  prolonged  drought. 
Adults  and  children  were  both  attacked.  Eleven  deaths  were 
registered  as  due  to  summer  diarrhoea.  Out  of  these  nine  were 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  one  was  a person  over  70  years 
of  age. 

INFLUENZA. 

This  was  never  very  prevalent,  except  in  a very  mild  form. 
No  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  influenza  and  its  seqnehn. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

In  1903  your  Council  made  arrangements  with  Withington 
District  Council  (which  has  now  been  incorporated  into  the  City 
of  Manchester)  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
and  enteric  fever,  into  their  Sanatorium  at  Baguley.  Three 
beds  were  retained,  which  so  far  have  been  quite  sufficient  for 
the  needs  of  the  district,  unless  there  is  a sudden  outbreak.  On 
several  occasions  during  the  year,  although  our  beds  have  been 
occupied,  urgent  cases  have  been  taken  in  for  Us  by  the  courtesy 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  For  cases  of  smallpox  your 
Council  has  jointly  \Hth  the  Heaton  Norris  Urban  District  Council 
erected  a temporary  iron  hospital  of  eight  beds  on  the  vacant 
land  near  the  sewage  outfall  works.  Although  quite  ready  for 
the  reception  of  patients  it  has  never  yet  been  used. 

The  Barnes  Convalescent  Hospital  send  all  their  cases  of 
infectious  disease  to  one  or  other  of  the  fever  hospitals  l^elonging 
to  the  Manchester  Corporation. 

The  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital  : If  a case  should  arise  it  is 
generally  isolated  in  one  of  their  detached  houses  or  sent  to  the 
Baguley  Sanatorium. 

The  Warehousemen  and  Clerks  Schools  have  their  own  sana- 
torium for  infectious  disease  and  also  send  their  cases  to  the  Baguley

Sanatorium.  Sixteen  cases  were  sent  to  the  Bag:ulev  Sanatorium, 
as  com]iarecl  witli  nine  in  the  previous  year.  No  cases  were  sent 
])y  \^our  Council  from  any  of  the  public  institutions. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  PHTHISIS. 

In  a circular,  dated  December,  1011,  I am  directed  to  report 
on  the  sanatorium  and  hospital  accommodation  ])rovided  by 
the  Sanitary  Authority  for  earty,  intermediate  and  advanced 
cases  of  phthisis.  None  as  yet  has  been  provided  nor  has  your 
Council  reserved  any  beds  in  any  phthisis  sanatorium.  Several 
patients  from  the  district  attend  the  Alanchester  Hospital  for 
Consumption  and  the  Board  of  Ouardians  have  erected  a pavilion 
at  their  Infirmary  for  patients  under  the  Poor  Law. 

SEWAGE  OUTFALL  WORKS. 

These  continue  to  work  very  satisfactorily.  As  in  previous 
years  whenever  samples  have  been  taken  by  the  Inspector  for 
the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee  for  analysis,  they  have 
been  reported  on  as  very  good. 

When  the  outfall  works  v^ere  first  opened  the  sewage  was 
treated  with  a solution  of  aluminio  ferric  and  then  passed  into 
settling  tanks,  from  which  it  was  ]mssed  on  to  filters,  consisting 
of  sand,  gravel,  and  polarite.  As  this  was  a very  expensive  pro- 
cess, it  was  changed,  and  now  your  Surveyor  informs  me  that  the 
sewage  is  not  treated  chemically  but  allowed  to  settle  in  open 
tanks,  and  then  the  effluent  is  passed  on  to  the  land.  So  far  this 
works  very  satisfactorily.  There  are  still  14  acres  which  have 
been  levelled  up  and  can  be  used  for  land  filtrasion. 

SEWAGE  SYSTEM. 

Although  the  original  scheme  has  long  been  completed,  exten- 
sions were  added  in  11)05,  1906,  and  1907,  and  also  in  1909,  owing 
to  the  growth  of  the  district.  During  the  past  year  plans  have 
been  made  and  approved  and  the  work  begun  of  lajo'ng  a sewer 
in  the  Adswood  district  and  connecting  it  up  with  the  main  system. 
At  present  in  Adswood  several  of  the  new  houses  drain  into  se])tic 
tanks,  which  consist  of  an  aerobic  and  an  anerobic  tank.  This 
arrangement  with  a little  cai’e  v/orks  well. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Three  streets  have  been  levelled,  scv'cred,  paved  and  cbanelled, 
and  lighted  during  the  year. 

Several  liouses  where  the  drains  were  defective  were  redrained^ 
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Several  ashpits  and  privies  have  Ijeen  replaced  by  water- 
closets  and  dustbins . 

There  has  also  been  some  improvement  in  the  street  lighting 
and  more  especially  in  the  side  streets. 

There  are  several  passages  behind  the  cottage  property  in 
Cheadle  which  require  paving  and  sewering. 

DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

In  your  Inspector’s  report,  which  is  appended  to  this  report’ 
is  a snmmary  of  the  number  of  loads  of  house  and  other  refuse 
removed  from  dwelling-houses  in  the  district.  The  work  is  done 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  yonr  Inspector  and  the  neA\' 
scheme  which  he  drew  u].)  in  the  previous  year  works  well,  and  very 
fev^  complaints  have  been  received  about  the  emptying  of  asli])its. 
There  would  be  considerably  less  vx)rk  in  this  dcq^artment  if 
occupiers  of  houses  woidd  not  throv'  garden  and  vegetable  refuse 
into  the  ashpits.  xA.lthough  your  Council  has  had  notices  piinted 
and  posted  on  the  doors  of  ashpits  very  little  notice  has  been 
taken  of  it. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  foi*  the  distj'ict  which  is  supplied  by  the  Stock}3ort 
Corporation  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  During  the 
}3rolonged  drought  in  the  summer  the  sup]3ly  Avas  curtailed.  The 
curtailment  (‘ommenced  on  July  80th.  The  sup])ly  Avas  first 
cut.  off  from  8 ]).m.  to  7 a.m.,  and  then  after  14  days  f]-om  5 p.m. 
to  8 a.m.,  and  on  September  9th  it  AA-as  still  further  curtailed 
being  cut  off  fi'om  2 y).m.  to  8 a.m.  The  full  supply  Avas  resumed 
on  October  31st.  One  sample  of  Avell  Avater  Avas  taken  for  analysis 
and  the  Analyst  leported  it  as  fit  for  domestic  purposes. 


POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

During  the  hot  Aveather  in  August  and  September  numerous 
com})laints  Avere  made  about  the  smell  arising  from  the  Micker 
Ih’ook  and  especially  from  that  part  of  it  Avhich  jjasses  through 
the  village  of  Cheadle.  As  the  smell  became  so  bad  your  Council 
instructed  your  Sanitary  Inspector  to  make  observations  and 
report  on  the  matter,  which  he  did.  He  drew  up  a very  careful 
and  full  report,  a copy  of  Avhich  is  attached  to  his  report.  Your 
Council  also  appointed  a Sub -Committee  which  included  besides 
others  your  Surveyor,  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  to  have  an  interview  Avith  the  Chief  Inspector  of  the 
Mersey  and  IrAvell  Joint  Committee,  to  ascertain  if  there  Avere  any 
means  of  abating  the  nuisance.  The  Inspector  made  a repoit,  a 
copy  of  Avhich  is  appended  : — - 
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Meksey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Report  of  the  Chief  Inspector. 

3rd  October,  1911. 

MICKER  BROOK. 

A complaint  of  nuisance  from  this  brook  sent  by  the  Cheadle 
and  Gatley  Urban  District  Council  "was  read  at  Rie  last  meeting 
and  referred  to  me  for  investigation  and  report.  A considerable 
number  of  complaints  from  residents  have  also  been  received. 
Careful  inspection  has  been  made  of  the  brook  and  all  sources 
of  pollution  considered.  The  brook  rises  at  the  Poynton  and 
Norbury  brooks,  near  Lyme  Hall,  Disley,  and  discharges  into 
the  River  Mersey,  near  Cheadle.  At  Poynton  it  receives  the 
effluent  from  the  Poynton  Sevage  Works.  No  unsatisfactory 
effluent  has  been  obtained  from  these  works  during  the  last 
six  years.  There  is  at  times  an  intermittent  discharge  from 
Poynton  Collieries  of  mines  drainage,  seriously  discolouring 
the  brook,  but  this  is  a matter  exempted  from  the  Rivers  Pollu- 
tion Acts.  At  Bramhall,  the  brook  receives  the  effluent  from 
the  Bramhall  Sewage  Works.  The  operation  of  these  -works 
has  not  been  in  the  past  satisfatcory,  as  live  unsatisfactory 
samples  have  been  obtained  in  the  last  six  years  out  of 
twenty-seven  samples.  The  last  unsatisfactory  sample  was 
obtained  in  June,  1909.  At  Adsw^ood  there  is  some  unconnected 
sewage  from  about  twelve  houses,  but  the  Cheadle  Council  have 
a scheme  for  intercepting  this.  There  is  a storm  overflov^  from 
the  Cheadle  sewers  at  Greenliall  Bridge,  but  there  is  no  evidence 
of  undue  discharge.  With  respect  to  manufacturing  effluents, 
there  is  one  from  the  Deminings  Dyeworks  and  BleaclDvorks 
and  another  at  the  Cheadle  Bleachworks.  At  the  Demmings 
Bleach  works  there  is  an  excellent  purification  plant,  and  analyses 
show  the  results  to  be  exceptionally  good,  judged  by  comparison 
with  other  similar  effluents,  generally,  showing  an  entire  absence 
of  suspended  solids.  In  the  last  live  years  only  one  sample 
has  been  condemned.  At  this  works  in  dry  weather  the  \rhole 
of  the  brookwater  is  impounded  and  used  for  manufacturing 
purposes.  At  the  Cheadle  Bleachworks  only  one  effluent  has  been 
condemned  in  seven  years,  but  in  any  case  this  works  is  below  the 
area  where  the  nuisance  is  most  pronounced  and  could  not  in 
any  degree  contribute  to  it. 

I am  of  o]iinion  that  the  ])rimary  cause  of  the  nuisance 
is  the  stagnaJioi]  of  the  brook,  due  to  the  damming  up  of  the 
stream  by  three  -w^eirs  in  a length  of  three-quarters  of  a mile, 
with  the  result  that  through  the  inhabited  area  of  Cheadle  in 
dry  weather  the  brook  is  more  or  less  stagnant  and  considerable 
deposit  occurs  in  the  bed,  which  is  not  flushed  away.  As  the 
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^yater  level  is  reduced  this  deposit  is  more  exposed  and  tends  to 
])iitrefy  and  cause  smell.  There  is  also  a growth  of  fungus  in 
the  hrook  which  in  its  decay  is  an  additional  source  of  nuisance 

Putrefaction  is  undoubtedly  aided  by  the  temperature  of 
the  water  as  it  passes  from  the  dyeworks,  and  this  is  confirmed, 
in  my  opinion,  by  the  fact  which  has  been  noticed  and  generally 
remarked  on,  that  during  the  stoppage  of  these  works  during 
the  local  holidays  complaints  of  nuisance  were  absent.  This 
result  has  been  taken  to  prove  that  the  nuisance  is  directly 
attributable  to  insufficient  treatment  of  the  waste  at  the  works, 
l)ut  I consider  there  is  no  real  ground  for  this  suggestion.  What, 
in  my  o]nnion,  it  does  prove  is  that  the  deposit  does  not  readily 
])utrify  when  covered  wdth  fully-aerated  brook  water  at  normal 
temperature,  conditions  which  are  materially  altered  by  the 
use  of  the  whole  of  the  water  at  the  dyeworks.  The  temperature 
is  raised  and  dissolved,  oxygen  removed,  results  which  are 
unavoidable  when  water  is  used  for  manufacturing  purposes, 
and  which  cannot  be  classified  as  pollution.  Starchy  matters 
in  the  effiuent  which  cannot  be  removed  by  ‘ ‘ reasonable  avail- 
able means  ’ ’ no  doubt,  under  the  exceptional  conditions  which 
have  prevailed,  assists  in  fungoid  growth.  Samples  of  brook 
water,  however,  taken  above  and  below  the  dyeworks  outlet, 
and  also  from  the  outlet  itself,  have  been  tested  by  Mr.  Scudder, 
who  finds  that  none  of  them  are  putrescible  under  incubation. 

The  cause  must,  therefore,  be  attributed  to  stagnation  of 
the  w^ater.  Putrefaction  of  the  d_eposit  and  the  decaying  fungoid 
growdh.  In  the  absence  of  deposit  and  fungus  in  the  bed  of 
the  stream,  no  nuisance  ought  to  be  occasioned  by  the  dyeworks 
effluent.  The  remedy,  in  my  opinion,  consists  in  thoroughly 
cleansing  the  bed  of  the  brook  from  deposit,  and  keeping  it  in 
future  free  from  deposit  liable  to  putrefy.  This  would  be  greatly 
facilitated  by  paving  the  bed  of  the  brook  through  the  inhabited 
area,  and  by  making  arrangements  for  the  periodical  opening 
of  sluices  at  the  weirs,  es|)ecially  in  flood  times,  to  allow  of 
thorough  flushing  of  the  brook  course.  The  temporary  remedy 
for  minimising  the  nuisance  by  the  application  of  disinfectants 
d.oes  not  appear  to  be  practicable  in  the  present  case,  owing  to 
the  use  of  the  water  by  the  bleachw’^orks  below  Cheadle. 


SI.AUGHTER-HOUSES. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1907  your  Council  decided  that  all  the 
slaughter-houses  in  the  district  should  be  licensed.  This  resolu- 
tion was  cariied  out,  and  licenses  granted  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1908.  There  are  five  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  district. 
Tliey  have  all  been  regularly  visited  by  your  Inspector,  and  I have 
also  visited  them  from  time  to  time.  Your  Inspector  has  made 
frecpient  visits  at  the  time  when  slaughtering  is  going  on.  Most 
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of  the  meat  sold  in  the  district  comes  from  the  Manchester  Corpora- 
tion x^hattoirs  and  only  a little  is  slaughtered  in  the  district,  and 
the  greatest  number  of  animals  slaughtered  heie  are  sheep. 
tuberculous  carcases  were  offered  f(w  sale  or  found  on  any  of  tlie 
licensed  premises. 

IdAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  forty-two  dairies,  to  which  there  are  attached  seven 
cowsheds  and  one  milkshop  in  the  district.  tThey  have  all  been 
regularly  visited  by  your  Ins])ector  and  I have  made  several  ins]K^c- 
tions.  They  are  on  the  whole  clean  and  the  animals  well  cared  for. 
Two  cowsheds  have  been  repaired  during  the  year,  but  no  new 
ones  built. 

Tn  1003  your  Inspector  drew  up  a very  full  report  on  the 
number  of  cowsheds,  the  lighting  and  ventilation,  and  the  c\ii)ic 
space  per  cow  in  the  district.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  repoi’t 
that  a large  number  of  them  required  alterations  and  improvements, 
which  have  since  l)een  made  in  most  cases. 

In  December,  1007,  he  was  instructed  to  draw  up  another 
re]iort  on  the  lighting  and  the  number  of  cows  in  each  cowshed, 
and  in  kSe])tember,  1000,  he  made  a third  report  on  the  same  sub- 
ject. On  comparing  the  three  reports  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
has  been  a great  improvement  both  in  the  lighting,  ventilation, 
and  the  cubic  s]iace  allowed  each  cow.  At  the  end  of  the  yeai’ 
1010  there  was  not  a cowshed  in  the  district  in  Avhich  there  A^nvs 
under  400  cubic  feet  ])er  cow,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  ov(m‘ 
000  cubic  feet,  and  in  some  cases  over  1,000  cubic  feet  pei-  cow 
The  subjoined  table  shows  Avhat  a great  improvement  there  has 
been.

No  houses  were  ordered  to  be  closed  as  unfit  for  human  haliita- 
tion,  nor  were  any  cases  of  over(“.rowding  reported  to  me,  although 
as  in  previous  years  constant  encpiiries  vnre  made  to  prevent  it  if 
possible. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  none  in  the  district. 


HOUSING. 

In  September,  1910,  the  Local  (government  Board  issued 
certain  regulations  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act.  In  these  regulations  it  is  recjuired  that  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  should  include  in  his  annual  report  particulars 
and  information  in  tabular  form  in  regard  to  the  numlier  of  dwelling- 
houses  inspected  under  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909. 

No  steps  were  taken  by  your  Council  in  the  matter  until  the 
latter  part  of  the  ^^ear,  when  they  appointed  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Sanitcary  Insyiector  to  make  inspections  under 
this  Act. 

The  inspections  were  begun  at  the  end  of  October  and  it  v ill 
take  some  time  before  all  the  houses  assessed  at  £10  or  under  have 
been  inspected,  as  there  are  1,320  houses  to  be  inspected.  Ninety- 
eight  houses  situated  in  Brook  Street,  (hieen  Street,  Old  Road, 
Smith  Street,  Heath  S(|uare,  and  Stoclqiort  Road,  have  been 
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inspected.  No  houses  were  eonsidered  to  he  in  a state  so  dangerous 
or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  No 
re]'»resentations  -were  made  to  tlie  Authority  ‘uith  r.  view  t(')  the 
making  of  Closing  Orders.

No  closing  orders  made. 

Three  dwelling-houses  had  defects  remedied  \^ithout  making 
closing  orders. 

No  d\^"elling-house  had  defects  made  good  after  dosing  orders 
have  been  made. 

There  were  five  back-to-back  houses. 

The  defects  generally  found  to  exist  were  of  a very  trivial 
kind. 

The  houses  on  the  whole  were  dry,  commodious  and  well 
lighted  and  surrounded  by  plenty  of  open  space.

Your  Council  has  taken  ])art  in  a conference  of  the  neigh- 
])ouring  authorities. 

NEW  HOUSES. 

112  houses  were  built  and  occupied  in  the  district  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  63  in  the  previous  year.  They  have  all 
complied  with  your  Council’s  Bye-laws.  The  great  increase  is 
due  mainly  to  the  number  of  cottages  built  in  Cheadle  and  also 
to  the  number  of  small  villas  and  semi-detached  houses  in  Cheadle 
Hulme  South  Ward.  The  houses  wei-e  situated  cas  follows

In  my  previous  annual  re])orts  I have  hc.d  to  lemai'k  on  the 
want  of  suitable  cottages  for  the  worldng  classes  in  the  Cheadle 
Hulme  Wards,  During  the  year  oving  to  enquiries  made  by  the 
I.,oc;al  Govei'iiment  Board  as  to  what  your  Council  wei'e  doing  in 
the  maltei-,  your  Council  a])])ointed  a Sub-Committee  to  go  into 
the  matter  and  re]x:>rt.  1 have  reason  to  l)elieve  that  from  the 
information  I have  recently  received  negotiations  are  now  pro- 
ceeding foi'  the  erection  of  a number  of  suitable  cottages. 

Your  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied' me  witn  the  following 
information  as  regards  the  numbei’  of  buildings  for  which  plans 
wei'c  su])niitted  during  the  year.  No  plans  •were  referred  back 
as  not  (‘omplying  witli  your  flye-la'ws.

SCliOOLS. 


These  have  been  frecpiently  visited  arid  I liave  at  limes  at 
the  request  of  the  head  masters  or  head  mistresses  examined 
children  Avhen  infectious  disease  rvas  prevalent.  I have  received 
much  valuable  information  as  regards  infectious  disease  and 
es]3ecially  those  Avhich  are  not  notified  - from  the  head  masters 
and  head  mistresses  of  the  various  day  schools,  wiio  now'  re])ort 
to  me  any  cases  of  children  staying  at  home  and  supposed  to 
be  suffering  from  some  infectious  disease. 


There  have  been  no  additions  o]*  structural  alterations  made 
at  any  of  the  elementary  schools  during  the  year.  'The  play 
grounds  are  diy  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  satisfactory. 


MEDICAL  INSEECTICN  OE  SCHOOL  CHILDHEN 


Under  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  11107, 
the  County  Council  a]jpointed  two  Medical  Insyiectors,  W'ho  are 
responsible  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I have 
received  no  complaints  or  suggestions  from  the  School  Medical 
Inspectors  as  regards  sanitary  matters  connected  W'ith  the  schools 
in  the  district. 


CEMETERY. 


This  was  formally  opened  in  11103,  and  the  Church  of  England 
])ortion  W'as  consecrated  in  June  of  that  year.  It  is  now'  the  chief 
burial  ground  in  the  district.  During  the  year  there  were  140 
interments,  as  com])arcd  wdth  100  in  11110  and  81  in  1909.  Of 
these  140,  41  were  those  of  ])eo])le  resident  in  the  district  and  99  of 
those  not  resident,  as  com]mred  with  26  resident  and  74  non- 
resident in  1910. 


The  Cheadle  Hulme  Churchyard  is-  the  only  other  burial 
ground  in  the  district  which  is  in  general  use.  The  othci's,  viz., 
Cheadle  Parish  Churchyard  and  Long  Lane  Chapel  Burial  Ground, 
are  only  now'  used  occasionally  for  interments. 
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RECREATION  GROUNDS. 

Tliere  a]*e  Dvo  ])ublio  recreation  oTounds  in  the  district,  ])oth 
nf  whicli  seem  to  be  used  and  a])|)reciated  more  eacli  yeai-. 

E ACTOR Y AND  WORKSHOP  ACT. 

Tliis  Act  came  into  force  in  1902,  and  requires  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  T*eport  fnlly  on  the  working  of  the  Act,  in  the 
worksho]rs  and  workplaces  in  the  district.  The  chief  points  may 
be  classified  as  follows  which  are  to  be  reported  on  — 

(1)  Sanitary  conveniences. 

(2)  Sanitary  condition  of  bakehouses. 

(3)  Home  workers. 

(4)  Keeping  lists  of  home  workers. 

(5)  Keeping  a register  of  workshops. 

There  are  56  workshops  on  the  register,  as  com]:>ared  with 
54  in  the  previous  year.  They  include  : — Bleach  and  Dyeworks,  2 ; 
Engineering  Works,  1 ; Brickmaking  Yards,  4 ; Laundries,  2 ; 
Builders,  8 ; Bakehouses,  13  ; other  workshops,  26.  The  chief 
workshop  industries  are  bleaching  and  dyeing,  brickmaking,  and 
handloom  silk  weaving. 

The  workshops  are  clean  and  the  airspace  well  above  the 
limit  required  by  the  Act  ; ventilation  and  lighting  good.  They 
have  all  been  regularly  inspected  by  your  inspector  and  by  me 
also  at  times. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  BAKEHOUSES. 

Their  general  sanitary  condition  is  good.  No  complaints 
were  either  received  or  had  to  be  made  as  regards  limewashing 
or  other  defects.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

Two  new  bakehouses  have  been  built  and  one  that  was  closed 
has  been  altered,  and  extended,  and  was  re-dpened  in  December. 

HOME  WORKERS.

One  list  was  received  during  the  year,  representing  one  em]do}Ta‘ 
and  ten  outworkers.  Four  addresses  of  outworkei's  were  received 
from  other  Councils.  The  outworLers  are  engaged  in  nearly  all  cases 
making  wearing  apparel.  The  outworkers’  premises  ai'c  clean 
and  well  lighted. 

No  sanitary  defects  v/ere  reported  by  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  to  your  Council,  nor  Avere  any  infringements  repoHed 
to  him  by  your  Council. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


None  as  far  as  I know  are  carried  on  in  the  district. 


INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

I have  with  yonr  Inspector  made  freqnent  inspections  of 
the  district,  and  in  some  cases  house  to  house  inspections,  in  addition 
to  those  made  by  special  request  of  the  owner  or  occupier  or  those 
made  in  connection  with  cases  of  infectious  disease.  Your 
Inspector  has  also  independently  made  systematic  house  to  house 
inspections  all  through  the  district.  When  after  any  inspectioms, 
any  improvements  or  alterations  were  considered  necessary,  they 
have,  after  notice  has  been  given,  been  promptly  carried  out  to 
the  satisfaction  of  your  Inspector. 


ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES. 

Whenever  nuisances  were  reported  either  to  me  or  your 
Inspector,  steps  have  been  taken  to  have  them  abated  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  in  neaily  all  cases  with  very  good  results.  In  21 
instances  were  preliminary  notices  sent,  and  only  in  five  cases 
were  nuisances  in  connection  with  houses  and  premises  reported 
to  your  Council,  and  only  in  two  cases  were  instructions  given  to 
serve  statutory  notices. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I should  say  that  the  general  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  district  continues  to  improve  slowly  and 
that  the  number  of  nuisances  repoited  and  complaints  made  have 
again  decreased,  especially  those  in  connection  with  the  removal 
of  house  refuse. 

The  geireral  health  of  the  district  has  been  good,  althorrgh  it 
has  not  been  so  free  from  orrtbreaks  of  infection  as  in  the  previorrs 
years.  The  infectiorrs  disease  has  on  the  whole  been  of  a mild 
type. 

The  death  rate  for*  the  district  generally  and  for  the  nett 
deaths  belonging  to  the  district  is  still  lo\v  ami  Irelow  the  aver'age. 
The  infant  mortality  is  also  very  lore,  arrd  the  birthrate  still  very 
low  only  being  a very  little  higher*  than  in  1910. 

Dur-ing  the  year  yorrr  Corrncil  have  pi’ovided  means  for  having 
l)edding  and  articles  of  clothing  in  case  of  infectiorrs  disease  or 
wherr  desired  disinfected  by  steam,  wdiich  orrght  to  be  of  a great 
advantage  to  the  district. 

Your  Corrncil  orrght  to  consider  lire  qrrestion  of  disposal  of 
horrse  refuse,  os  nearly  all  the  pits  suitable  for  the  ]rrrrpose  and 


not  too  near  any  dwelling-liouse  are  filled  up.  The  present  pits 
your  Inspector  informs  me  will  last  for  some  time  yet,  but  ^^^hen  they 
are  filled  up  the  question  will  become  acute. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  is  attached  to  the  end  of 
this  report.  It  gives  in  full  detail  the  number  of  inspections 
made  and  the  number  of  loads  of  house  refuse  removed  during 
the  year,  add  also  the  number  of  improvements  and  alterations 
carried  out  during  the  year.  As  he  says,  so  much  of  the  work 
required  to  be  done  to  abate  nuisances  was  done  on  verbal  notice 
that  it  was  not  necessary  to  call  ^mur  Council’s  attention  to  them. 
Each  year  increases  the  resx^onsibilities  of  your  Inspector,  as 
will  be  seen  from  his  report. 

In  conclusion,  I must  acknowledge  the  very  efficient  help  I 
have  always  received  from  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  T. 
Fernley,  especially  in  drawing  up  this  report,  and  the  other  officials 
of  your  Council  in  carrying  out  my  duties  during  the  year.

IXtSPECTlON  OF  DISTRICT. 

House  to  house  inspections  have  lieen  niaile  in  tventy-one 
streets  in  CHieadle,  Cheadle  Huhne,  and  Oatley.  Douses  and 
])remises  were  visited  on  coinplaints  and  vTeji  infectious  disease 
occurred  in  them.  The  total  number  of  insjjections  (675)  and 
reinspections  (565)  made,  — 1,240. 


NOTICES. 

Twenty-one  notices  with  respect  to  various  nuisances  found 
in  course  of  such  inspections  were  served  u])oii  owners  and  occupiers, 
and  alterations  and  Avork  recpiired  to  abate  nuisances,  with  very 
few^  exceptions,  ■were  ])rompt]y  carried  out.  In  five  cases  nuisances 
in  connection  with  houses  and  premises  were  re]Jorted  to  your 
Committee,  and  instmetions  were  given  to  serve  statutory  notices 
in  two  cases.  In  all  cases  where  repairs  and  alterations  rvere 
carried  out  I visited  and  revisited  dLiiing  the  progress  of  the  rvork, 
in  Older  lo  see  that  your  requirements  were  complied  with.  I have 
had  interviers's  in  all  parts  of  the  district  with  owaiers,  occiqiiers 
and  contractors,  relative  to  the  work  required  to  be  done  so  as 
to  abate  nuisances  A large  proportion  of  the  work  required 
to  lie  done  was  carried  out  on  verbal  notice  to  the  owmeis,  &c 


SMOKE  TESTING. 

The  smolce  test  has  been  a])])lied  to  draius  of  six  houses  and 
defects  found  in  only  one  case,  ddiis  defect  w^as  found  in  a v/ater- 
closet  basin  cracked  by  frost. 
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DKAIXAGJ':  TO  HOUSES  AND  PREMISES. 

Fourteen  detective  drains  have  been  repaiied,  relaid  or  recon" 
structed,  and  vliere  drains  have  been  relaid  o?  reconstructed  four- 
inch  ventilation  shafts  were  placed  at  the  highest  points  of  such 
drains  and  carried  up  above  the  eaves  of  house  roof. 

^VATEH  CLOSETS. 

Tavo  defective  indoor  water  closets  have  been  taken  out  and 
modern  pedestal  A\ater  closets  sidastituted  and  provided  with 
separate  flushing  cisterns. 

Ten  Avater  closets  have  been  provided  in  lieu  of  privies  AAhich 
hade  been  abolished. 


PKiVlES  AND  ASHPITS. 

Ten  privies  have  been  abolished  and  replaced  by  Avater  closets. 

Six  privy  middens  have  been  converted  into  dry  ashpits. 

Fourteen  privies  and  ashpits  have  been  repaired,  ventilated, 
and  covered  in. 

Thirty-five  ashbins  have  been  replaced. 


HOUSE  REFUSE  RiiMOAUAL. 

During  the  year  the  system  of  renioAuil  of  house  j-efuse  has 
Avorked  satisfactorily. 

The  applications  for  the  emptying  of  ashpits  are  noA\'  very 
feAv  in  number,  and  they  have  gradually  reduced  in  number.  Since 
the  present  system  Avas  adopted  a large  proportion  of  these  applica- 
tions are  made  during  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June  in  each 
year. 

At  the  beginning  of  July  1 Avas  informed  by  occupiers  of 
houses  not  very  far  distant  from  one  of  the  refuse  tips  that  they  had 
seen  a feAV  crickets  in  the  houses.  I visited  and  made  an  inspection 
and  a saw  a fcAv  in  the  insect  poAvder  AAdiich  had  been  laid  near  to 
the  skirting  boards  in  the  liAung  room.  I then  made  a thorough 
examination  of  the  refuse  tip  and  found  it  to  be  infested  with 
crickets.  Never  having  had  any  ex]Aerience  in  the  destruction 
of  these  insects  I made  eiupiiries  from  scA  cral  of  the  adjoining 
Authorities  as  to  their  experience  in  dealing  AAuth  them.  They 
did  not  appear  to  have  ever  had  anythng  of  the  kind  at  any  o^ 
their  tips  or  if  they  had  they  had  not  taken  any  action  as  to 
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destroying  them.  I made  a strong  solution  of  carbolie  acid  and 
saturated  the  surface  of  the  tip  with  it,  hut  it  did  not  appear  to 
have  any  effect  on  them.  I then  tried  spraying  the  surface  with 
parafin  oil  and  set  fire  to  it.  After  it  had  burned  itself  out  1 again 
had  the  surface  turned  up  and  found  that  this  did  not  have  the 
desired  effect.  I then  had  the  whole  of  the  cover  on  the  tip  col- 
lected together  and  burned,  and  also  had  the  land  surrounding 
the  tip  of  a width  of  some  yards  stripped  and  covered  with  gas 
lime.  This  appeared  to  confine  them  to  the  tip.  On  stripping 
I found  that  the  insects  did  not  burrow  into  the  ground  more 
than  a depth  of  three  or  tour  inches,  and  I also  found  that  parafin 
oil  itself  had  very  poisonous  effects  on  them  immediately  the 
parafin  oil  touched  them  it  destroyed  them.  I then  had  the 
whole  of  the  surface  of  the  tip  turned  over  to  a depth  of  six  inches, 
and  as  it  vas  turned  over  saturated  Avith  parafin.  After  this 
had  been  done  the  whole  of  the  surface  was  covered  with  quick- 
lime and  slaked  as  it  lay.  At  the  end  of  August  all  the  insects 
on  the  tip  had  been  destroyed.  I have  since  then  kept  this  tip 
under  close  observation,  but  have  not  seen  or  heard  of  any. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 


These  have  been  regularly  visited  and  found  generally  clean 
and  well  kept.  Two  cow^sheds  have  been  repaired. 

NEW  HOUSES. 

112  neve  houses  have  been  occupied  during  the  year.  These 
are  all  built  in  accordance  with  your  CounciTs  Bye-law^s. 


EACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 


There  are  56  factories  and  w-orkshops  on  the  register,  and 
120  inspections  have  been  made.  In  no  case  w^as  any  contra- 
vention of  the  Act  found.  During  the  spring  of  the  year  a large 
engineering  Avorks  was  opened,  and  in  the  autumn  was  extended, 
and  one  bleacliAA'orks  and  dyeAvorks  Avas  considerably  enlarged.

NUISANCES. 


J^fifteen  complaints  of  nuisance  Avere  received  during  the 
year.  On  receiving  these  com]ilaints  L immediately  visited  and 
made  inquiries.  In  many  cases  I found  that  the  nuisance  to 
be  caused  by  the  neglect  of  the  oc.cu])iers  and  advised  them  A\hc,t 
stcqis  to  take  to  remedy  same.  Wlieix;  a nuisance  arose  from  any 
structural  defect  I called  the  attention  of  the  oAiner  oj*  agent 
to  the  matter,  and  ste])s  were  at  ojice  taken  to  remedy  same.  Ij] 
one  case  only  Avas  it  necessary  to  serve  a statutory  notice  to  abate 
a nuisance,  and  this  Avas  complied  Avitli  Avithin  the  time  specified. 

Eive  of  the  fifteen  complaints  received  Asere  made  Avith  refer- 
ence to  a Avatercounse  Avhich  runs  through  the  district.  I AA-as 
instructed  by  youi‘  Committee  to  make  an  inspection  of  this 
Avatercourse  and  report  on  the  nuisance. 


SPECIAL  REPORT  on  the 
Brook  at  Cheaule. 


N UlSANCE 


LOM  THE  Miokee 


' ‘ I have  to  report  that  oAving  to  the  nuisance  arising  from 
the  Micker  Brook  as  it  passes  through  Cheadle,  I liaA^e  made 
an  inspection  of  the  AA'atercourse  from  the  SeAA^age  Outfall  Woi'ks 
at  Bramhall  to  the  bridge  on  WilmsloAv  Road,  Cheadle,  and 
find  as  folloAvs  ; At  the  time  of  visiting  (Tuesday,  July  18th, 
10-30  a.m.)  the  effluent  from  the  Outfall  Works  at  Bramhall 
AVT^s  very  small  in  quantity,  and  apparently  very  clear,  and 
did  not  appear  to  discolour  the  aa  ater  in  the  Brook.  On  coming 
doAvn  the  Avatercourse,  the  Avater  AAdiere  floAving  shalloAv  appearerl 
clear,  but  AAdiere  it  stood  at  any  depth  it  appeared  to  haA-e  a 
bluish  grey  colour.  The  seAvage  from  the  cottages  in  Ladybridge 
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Roa,cl  and  Mill  T.ane  (18  houses)  discharge  directly  into  the 
n'atereourrc.  The  sewage  from  the  (lolf  Olnh  House  and  Brook- 
field discharge  into  the  watercourse  after  ])assing  through  se])tic 
tanks,  from  both  of  which  the  etfiuent  is  very  clear.  The 
effluent  from  the  1 lemmings  Bleach  and  Hyevorks  discharges 
into  the  Avaterconrse  after  being  treated  and  ])assing  through 
cinder  filtei’s,  and  which  v'as  of  a brovnish  colour,  and  it  is 
below  the  point  at  v4iieh  this  effluent  enters  the  brook  that  1 
noticed  any  smell  arising  fi’om  the  brook.  There  is  no  d,oid)t 
that  it  is  oving  to  the  ]')rolonged  drought  that  this  nuisance 
has  arisen.” 

This  watercourse  w'as  kept  under  close  observation,  and  the 
tem'i:»ei’ature  at  different  ])oints  were  taken  daily,  and  at  your 
meeting  on  Septembe  • 14th  I made  another  report  on  this  v^ater- 
conrse  as  follows  : — 

” Since  repoiting  on  the  above  nuisance  at  your  last  Com- 
mittee meeting,  I have  had  this  watercourse  under  observation. 
Dui'ing  the  time  I was  away  on  holidays  (August  12th-21st) 
IMr.  Sykes,  your  Council’s  Surveyor,  took  the  temperature  of 
the  watei'  in  the  brook  daily  at  points  where  it  passes  under  the 
roadway  at  Ladybridge  Road,  Downs  Bridge,  Wilmslcnv  Road, 
and  Greenhall  Bridge,  Gatley  Road,  and  since  my  return  I have 
continued  taking  the  temperature  at  these  places  dail^a  I have 
also  on  several  occasions  taken  the  temperature  of  the  w^ater 
as  it  passes  the  Cheadle  Golf  Links,  near  the  bend  in  the  stream. 

“ During  the  period,  August  14th  to  21st,  there  w^as  very 
little  difference  in  the  temper!  aure  at  any  of  the  points  taken 
and  no  smell  a,t  any  of  these  places.  On  August  22nd  there 
w^as  a faint  smell  at  Downs  Bridge  and  Greenhall  Bridge,  but 
on  the  23rd  and  24th  them  w^as  no  smell.  On  these  dates  the 
temperature  at  Dowais  Bridge  and  Greenhall  Biidge  wt.s  much 
higher  than  at  Ladybridge.  1 noticed  that  on  August  25th 
the  biook  l)ecame  more  offensive  and  continued  so  on  the  20th. 
On  August  27th  (Sunday)  I obtained  samples  of  water  from 
the  brook,  one  sanpde  being  taken  at  a ])oint  about  150  yards 
above  the  impounding  w'cir  on  the  southerly  side  of  Councillor 
Lane,  and  one  sample  ])eing  taken  at  a point  neai  the  l)end  in 
the  strer.m  at  the  Cheadle  Golf  Links.  On  tins  date  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  water  at  Gmenhall  Bridge  and  Dowms  Bridge  w\as 
only  slightly  higher  tha,n  at  Lady  Bridge.  Rain  was  falling 
heavily,  though  it  had  not  yet  had  any  appreciable  effect  on 
the  flow'  of  w'ater  in  the  stream.  On  August  28th  there  was  a 
great  im])rovem(  nt  in  the  condition  of  the  brook  owdng  no  doul)t 
to  the  rain  on  the  previous  day.  On  August  80th  it  again 
became  slightly  offensive^  and  on  S(^])teml)er  1st  much  more  so, 
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On  this  clay  I again  took  samples  at  the  same  points  at  whieli 
they  had’  previously  been  taken.  On  September  5th  there 
was  again  a slight  smell  at  Downs  Bridge  and  Greenhall  Bridge, 
and  on  the  bth,  7th,  8th  and  dth,  it  became  much  more  offensive. 
On  the  8th,  9th  and  11th  September  in  the  morning  of  eacli 
day  the  water  in  the  brook  had  a milky  appearance,  vhieh 
disaj^peared  in  a very  short  time.  On  September  11th  and 
12th  there  was  onlv  a verv  faint  smell  at  Dovms  Bridge  and 
Greenhall  Bridge  and  late  on  the  afternoon  of  this  day  (12th 
September)  there  was  very  heavy  rain,  which  continued  into 
the  early  hours  of  the  morning  of  the  13th  September,  on  whicli 
date  there  was  again  a ver}^  great  improvement,  the  water 
course  being  in  flood  as  compared  with  the  flow  of  watei’  in 
the  brook  during  the  last  three  months.  From  these  observr.- 
tions  it  appears  that  when  the  temperature  of  the  water  in  the 
stream  remains  below  a certain  point  there  is  no  nuisance, 
but  immediately  it  rises  above  this  point  then  the  watercourse 
become  offensive  and  this  more  particularly  where  there  is  any 
impounding  of  the  water,  and  where  it  becomes  practically 
stagnant.  As  on  following  the  watercourse  I noticed  that  where 
the  water  is  running  shallow  you  do  not  get  the  nuisance  in 
anything  like  the  same  degree  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
anything  like  the  same  deposit  in  the  bed  of  the  stream. 

Following  this  report  daily  observations  were  still  made,  but 
it  was  found  that  orving  to  the  rains  of  the  12th  and  13th  Sep- 
tember and  cooler  weather  conditions  we  did  not  get  a repetition 
of  this  nuisance,  and  there  has  not  been  a recurrence  of  this  nuisance 
up  to  the  end  of  the  year.
